1. On 18 July 1950 the Wuchow (111-19, 23-29) Lilitary Control Commission 
ordered the following river steamers to sail to kacao instead of between 
Wachow and Shihoh*i (115~22, 22-380): TA wa ( 74%), LI usin (44 ay yc 
MIN HSING (A 24 jee, usin YU (34 WR), LI HAL 4) 3G), YUL (AH) ) 
and GiIKH CulMiG (1% ae). 


&. Un 6 August 1950 one of the above ships arrived in macyo with 200 tons of 
tung o11, soybeans, and Chinese drums. The vessel returned to Wuchow on 
7 August with 3,000 drums of gasoline. 


5 On 7 August 1960 the TA FA arrived in wacao loaded with industrial raw 
materials for Wuchow.+***
